“It seems to us that the Japanese are trying to drag things along. 
They come now with changes of the text of the protocols which make 
it necessary to rewrite the protocols, and it may make it impossible to 
finish tomorrow. 

“*We cannot say until tomorrow that all hope is lost, but this 
hope seems so small to us that we, in fact, consider all hope lost. 

“We consider now, as we have always done, that peace is an 
absolute necessity for Russia, but the greediness and obstinacy of the 


_ Japanese will compel a continuance of the war. : 


“"We deny, in the most formal manner, these three statements: 
First, that President Roosevelt has proposed an arbitration; second, 


that the Russian envoys have received any instructions besides those 


originally received at St. Petersburg; third, that President Roosevelt 
has proposed that the Russians shall buy Sakhalin Island for the 


amount of the indemnity.’” |

CAPT. O'REILLY’S “CIGARS.” 


Infernal Machine Sent to Police Station 
in New York Through Uncle 
Sam’s Mails. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—Guncotton 
enough to kill a man, arranged in an 
infernal machine found disguised as a 
gift cigar box, was received today by 
Precinct Police Captain Miles O’Reilly. 
This is the third deadly explosive in- 
strument of similar construction sent 
through New York mails in the last 
four days, the last two having been re- 
ceived last Friday by Jacob H. Schiff, 
the banker, and M. Guggenheim’s sons. 

Capt. O'Reilly teceived a cigar box 
which in weight and every other de- 
tail misled him into taking it for a 
genuine present. The unusually heavy 
and tenacious nails which fastened 
down the cover, however, caused a 
suspcion. When the box had .been 
carefully opened at the ends, matches 
were found glued to the inner surface 
in such manner that they would be 
ignited on emory paper by the friction 
necessary to raise the lid. 

The police found that the flare of 
one of the, half-dozen matches would 
have caused the death of Capt. 
O’Reilly.

RUSSIA SAKHALIN. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 


PORTSMOUTH, Aug. 21.—The fol- 
lowing statement, from an authorite- 
tive source represents the Russian view 
of the military and strategic value of 
the island of Sakhalint 

“To appreciate its military yalue, it 
must be borne in mind the the island, 
which is about six hundred miles long, 
lies almost against the mainiand, be- 
ing separated from it by the Strajt of 
Tartary, which in some places is only 
four miles wide. Physically, it might 
almost be considered a part of the 
Asiatic continent. To allow Sakhalin 
tO pass into the hands of Japan would 
be like America allowing Long Island, 
or Engiand allowing the Isle of Wight, 
to pass into the possession of an am- 
bitious foreign power. The danger from 
Sakhalin passing to Japan would, in- 
deed, be greater for Russia than the 
— of Long Island by America, as the 

—— of Long Island is scarcely one- 
fif that of Sakhalin. There is no 
doubt that whoever controis Sakhalin, 
besides being in a position to threaten 
and invade the Asiatic coast, would be 
in a position to absoluiely prevent com- 
munication between the mainland and 
the Pacific through the Sea of Japan. 

“The island has an area of between 
sixty and sixty-five kilometers, and al- 
though its general shape is that of a 
fish, at certain points its width its only 
fifteen miles. It is therefore peculiarly 
adapted for offensive and defensive 
purposes. It could be easily transferred 
into a formidable military and naval 
stronghold, from which expeditions 
might be launched and efficiently sup- 
ported. Little use has thus far been 
made of the island. The population, 
cluding the natives, who belong to the 
Aino and Cuilliaks races, and the ex- 
jles, most of whom after their term 
of servitude, become settlers, amount 
altogether to only 36,000 souls; that is, 
less than one to the square mile. 

“Exploitation of the resources of the 
island has been hampered by the rig- 
orous climate and lack of communica- 
tion, as it is almost without roads, 
and covered by almost inaccessible for- 
ests. The development of the resources 
by Russia was anticipated as a conse- 
uence of the completion of the Trans- 

Iberian Railroad. Large profits were 
expected from its riches, as it con- 
tains great quantities of coal, oil, tim- 
ber, fron and other minerals. The chief 
resource, however, thus far has been 
its fisheries. Enormous shoals of fish, 
especially herring and salmon, swarm 
in its waters. The herring at certain 
times of the year are exhaustless. Be- 
sides being used for food, the oil! is 
extracted, and the fish pressed into 
large blocks and shipped to Japan for 
fertilizer. The average number of her- 
ring taken annually amounts to 500,000, - 
000."" 


This Russian authority denied that 
the Japanese were prevented from 
fishing in the waters of Sakhalin. He 
admitted that they were submitted to 
certain rules and restrictions, the ob- 
ject of which was to prevent the ex- 
termination. of the fish: but that was 
all. He also said that along the coast 
of Sakhalin whales in considerable 
numbers were found. These have been 
the object of exploitation by American 
whale fishers. Since the year 1865, he 
said, American €rms had applied to the 
local government for permission to ex- 
ploit the riches of the island, especially 
the coal mines. 

“The insignificant military forces 
which Russia had in the island,” he 
concluded, “‘are another proof of our 
sincere belief in peace. We had not 
made the least preparations for mili- 
tary operations, either offensive or 
defensive. The few thousand soldiers 


who were there were chiefly kept for 


in- 


the purpose of guarding the 5000 convicts 
who were kept on the island, and some 
of these soldiers were former convicts 
who, after having served their terms 
of penal servitude, were allowed to en- 
ter a kind of militia.” 

PORTSMOUTH “POINTERS.”

PORTSMOUTH, Atig. 21.—If M. 

Witte does not receive fresh instruc- 
tions before 3 o'clock tomorrow after- 
roon, when the conference resumes, 
the situation will be exactly what it 
was when the adjournment was taken 
Friday. lt is safe to assume that, in 
the absence of such a reply, the con- 
ference will be prolonged beyond to- 
morrow, and every delay, in the opin- 
lon of the President's friends, means 
hope, faint though it may be. 
President’s object was officially de- 
scribed today as being to “prolong the 
negotiations.” 

There is warrant for the statement 
that Witte personally sympathizes 
with the President's proposition, no 
mgtter how it may be regarded by his 
imperial master and the latter’s ad- 
visers. It is a mistake to suppose that, 
in considering such a proposition, the 
Emperor consults a regularly ordained 
council, Throughout the conference. 
he has been calling in counsel such ad- 
visers as he deemed wise, some of his 
relatives, the Grand Dukes, members 
of the court and certain chosen minis- 
ters. The Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicholaievitch, one of the most power- 
ful of his relatives, is known to be ab- 
solutely opposed to yielding an ifota 
beyond what Witte has already con- 
cedea. As an alternative, he favors 
the continuation of th? war. 

The Japanese, with general. reluc- 
tance, seem almost resigned to the 
shipwreck of the conference. They de- 
clare that their position is unchanged, 
and they speak of renewing the war 
with a snap of their black eyes which 
speaks volumes for their confidence in 
the success of Oyama when the word 
is given to advance. 

NOT “ARBITRATION,” 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.J 
PORTSMOUTH, Aug. 21.—Witte took 
occasion this morning to deny that the 
President had proposed that the exist- 
ing differences be submitted to arbi- 
tration. The statement made in the As- 
sociated Press dispatches last night 
Was not intended to convey the idea 
that arbitration was the question. The 
President primarily wants the two 
countries to continue to try to adjusc 
their differences themselves and by 
concessions reach an agreement, but, 
according to the Associated Press in- 
formation, suggests the point of arbi- 
tration as a possible final method for 
arranging any points remaining in dis- 
pute. The President’s role is a very 
delicate one, and what he has done+ris 
described as “unofficial.”” It will in‘ no 
Way appear in the meetings of the 
plenipotentiaries at this juncture. To- 
morrow, when the  plenipotentiaries 
meet, it will not be in any way the 
subject of discussion, but will remain 
in the background, each side probably 
fully apprised of what the President 
has done, to bear its fruit later, per- 
haps eventually in the form of a prop- 
osition from the Russian side, in case 
Emperor Nicholas looks with favor 
upon it.

It is not, @s some have supposed, a 
sectional interest, concerning only cer- 
tain western States and Territories of 
latge area but limited population—it 
is broader than that; the economic wel- 
fare of the whole country is involved, 
for the uitimate object to be attained 
is the upbuilding of national prosper- 
ity upon the most enduring of all foun- 
dations, viz.: the largest possible in- 
crease in the number of small prop- 
erty owners and the multiplication of 
homes. 
ALL SECTIONS REPRESENTED. 


The responses which have been re- 
ceived to the invitation to send dele- 
@ates to this. congress furnish indubli- 
table evidence that the true meaning 
of the movement is coming to be clear- 
ly understood in all quarters. We are 
assembled in the Far West, but there 
are representatives here from the Far 
East, and from the distant Soypth. 
There ts hardly a State more remote 
from the arid West, nor one more un- 
like it in physical conditions than Fler- 
ida; but when Gov. Broward of the 
State of the Everglades, responded to 
the invitation, he wrote: “I know of 
no Other scheme of public development 
that, at this time, compares with that 
of irrigation and reclamation.” No 
State ts better watered than Lovisiana, 
which is so fissured with rivers and 
bayous, but Gov. Blanchard, upon the 


receipt of the invitation, responded 


promptly by naming a delegation of 
leading business men. 

It ig true that Florida and Louisiana, 
despite their swamps, have found oe- 
casion for the extensive and profitable 
practice of irrigation; but that is not 
true of New York, and Gov. Higgins 
of the Empire State, recognizing how 
large a #@take the financial centers have 
in the success of the irrigation move- 
ment, gladiy took advantage of the 
opportunity to name a list of influen- 
tial delegates. I hope all these gentie- 
men are with us today, and that we 
shall hear from them often during our 
proceedings. If there be such a thing. 
in the true sense, as “high finance,” 
it is the promotion of those industrial 
tendencies which will create new 
weaith, and not merely absorb into 
fewer hands the wealth already ex- 
isting. 

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. 

If anyone feels disposed to ask why 
the progress of irrigation calls for such 
associated effort as is represented in 
this congress, or why an art so old 
as irrigating the soil should cal! for a 
new movement in the United States, 
the answer is furnished by certain 


economic conditions with which red 


coutitry has found itself confronted 


of the arid West. 


only quite recenfly. The settlement of 
this country has proceeded along paral- 
els of latitude; for more than a cen- 
tury there was q steady western ad- 
vance from the Atlantic seaboard— 
across the Allegtianies, into the val- 
leys of the Ohio and the Mississippi, 
on over the praifies of lowa, Kansas, 


. Nebraska and the Dakotas. With only 


the usual struggies and vicissitudes of 
the pioneer’s lot, the invading host 
of settlers succétiled everywhere in 
conquering nature and estabjishing 
prosperous communities. At times, the 


occupation of new land was so rapid, 


and the increase in the production of 
agricultural staplés was so great, that, 
with cheapening railroad transporta- 
tion, the East was. almost overwheimed, 
its farm values. Were depreciated and 
its industries necessarily reorganized. 
But there is a limit to everything— 
éven to moist river bottoms and to 
grassy prairies Gn this broad conti- 
nent-—and the time came when the ad- 
vance guard of western settlement en- 
countered nature ‘in a more stubborn 
mood. It reached ‘the eastern slopes of 
thé Rocky Mountains, where the soil 
is ‘rich, but arid; ‘the land was occu- 
pied and tilled; bat the earth refused 
to give forth its increase in satisfac- 
tory ratio, and then there was a de- 
cisive check to the westward move- 
ment; a few years of disastrous 
drought were followed by the abandor- 
ment of thousands of farms; towns 
which had been established were de- 
populated, and thé cry went up that 
the cultivable lands of the West were 
all taken, and that whatever remained 
of Uncle Sam's domain toward the set- 
ting sun was fit only for occupation 
by the cattlemen. Even the cattle, with 
overstocking, began to show exhaus- 
tion, insomuch that the prices of meat 
rose high enough to be a hardship to 
the poor, while the cities manifested 
signs of congestion, | 

At the same timé, the public domain 
was far from ‘being all disposed of. 
There remained in the government's 
hands more than #ix hundred million 
acres—an area so Vast that it is equal 
to the whole of Europe west of Russia 
and south of the Bé@itic. But this vast 
area is largely arid or semi-arid, and 
cannot be subdued by the plow without 
the aid of irrigati@dn. Much of it can 
never be reclaimed, but there are a 
hundred million acres which can be 
farmed if they can wafered, and if 
watered no equal area anywhere will 
be more productive. What do @ hun- 
dred million acres mean as an outlet 
for American energy? What 
will =o for a country threatened 
with urban congestion, from the heart 
of which there héve already arisen 
murmurs of social. discontent which 
may yet deepen into.sounds more omi- 
nous? What enlargement of our popu- 
lation and our wealth will the occupa- 
tion of this new aréa make possibile? 

BEWILDERING FIGURES. 


Large figures are.:bewildering, and it 
is only by compafison that we can 
realize what a hutdred million acres 
mean. Germany ard France, the two 
most prosperous co™ntries of continen- 
tal Europe, have but little, if any, more 
than a hundred million acres of plow 
land, and Italy and. Spain, two of the 
garden-spots of the’ earth, have much 
less. A hundred frmfilion acres, when 
populated up to Efiropean standards, 
mean a hundred mifiion people and an 
increase of wealth almost too great to 
be in numbers. . 

But this great in the 
West is not to be found; it must be 
made. It calls for a different kind of 
private ‘industry and eae different kind 
of public policy from what we, as a 
nation, have been accustomed to, and 
out of this necessity the irrigation 
movement was borf. rrigation had 
been practiced before—long befo n 
portions of this coufitry—in New Mex- 
ico and Arizona, cemfuries ago. Pio- 
neer American colefists began it *half 
a century since, en@ Private enterprise 
has accomplished mich. But in all ex- 
cept certain limited areas the conditions 
were difficult, the obstacles serious, the 
problems intricate. rogress was slow, 
insomuch that up t6 the census year 
1900, fifty years after: Brigham Youngs 
followers commenced to apply water 
to the desert, the irrigated area in the 
whole United States Was less than sev- 
en million acres, ahd there was no 
promise of very rapid extension. Many 
irrigation enterprises. undertaken with 
private capital had failed, entailing se- 
rious losses, and in S6me States, espe- 
cially California, thé: district plan of 
organization, with the bonding of the 

d as a necessary concomitant, hed 
proven even more 4isastrous. More- 
over, private appropriation of water 
from the streams had led to endiess 
litigation, and, even “where water had 
been applied, its injudicious use had, in 
some places, well night ruined the land. 
Again, the opportunities for easy ap- 
propriation of water from rivers had 
been mostly utilized,:and any great 
extension of irrigati@n depended on 
construction of storage reservoirs, to 
impound winter flood: waters, and this 
demanded such largé resources of 
money and such a long wait for re- 
turns that capital Was not likely to 
undertake the enterprise under any 
conditions which promised much for 
the small farmer. Stite and Territo- 
rial governments could not assume the 
burden, and only the: nation could do 


so. 
THE PRESIDENTS SUPPORT. 
This was the situation only four 
years ego, when the agitation for a 
national irrigation policy, after being 
conducted with a constantly growing 


vigor for @ decade, fifally approached | 


a-Climax. Then the nation wes fortu- 
nate in having a chief: who wes a man 
formed for the emergency. President 
Theodore Roosevelt -was_ sufficiently 
well acquainted with the West to un- 
derstand its needs; his instincts are so 
progressive that no “hew policy ean 
alarm him; he is so ¢ourageous that 
no national undertakfifig can be great 
enough to appall him.: He lent power- 
ful aid to the cause By recommending 
it to Congress in his annual message, 
and the favorable discussion of ‘the 
project in the press of the country was 
stimulated to such @ dégree that when 
the time came for Congress to act, the 
public mind was ripe. Phe consequence 
Was that the thirteen States and three 
Territories which had:arrayed them- 
selves behind the UHl in Congress 
achieved an easy victory. 

But it was a triuniph which could 
not have been accomplished without 
organization and distiission, and the 
enlightened condition-of the public 
mind to which both ofthese had given 
rise. The Reclamation Act could not 
nave been passed by Céfgress and been 
signed by President Roosevelt on the 
17th of June, 1902, i Nationa) Irriga- 
tlon Congresses had not been meeting 
for years before that event. And I may 


that neither will the ful! fruits 


of that great victory be gathered and 
stored up safely for the good of the 
people unless National Irrigation Con- 
gresses shall continue f6 meet for some 


years to come. We now have the or- 
ganization and the impetus; let us 


hold together and keep moving.

It is in 
the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Department of the Interior to fix the 
size of the subdivisions, and it is likely 
that in many instances not more than 
forty acres Will go to a single pur- 
chaser. Forty acres of itrigated and 
fertile land, make a good home for an 
industrious American citizen and his 
family. I have already mentioned that 
in Utah the average farm is but 
twenty-seven acres, and it is a fact 
which speaks volumes that out of the 
20,000 farms in that State, 19,000 are 
free of debt. 

We are willing to have the policy of 
national irrigation judged by the re- 
sults, satisfied that these, long before 
the money now avaliable has n all 
expended, will be so manifestly good 
that those who would now oppose, will 
then be the first to favor more liberal 
provision of funds with which to prose- 
cute the great work. It will take many 
years, not improbably a century, to 
complete it, and hence there can be no 
such rapid expansion of the cultivated 
area in the West as to depreciate east- 
ern farm values, while, on the other 
hand, we shall be able to offer the East 
what it most needs—markets for its 
manufactured goods. 

LEGISLATION. 

It is for you, delegates to the Thir- 
teenth National Congress, to decide 
what specific propositions it will be 

t expedient to advocate at this 
time, and therefore I will not undertaks 
to frame a policy for the immediate fu- 
ture. But it will be in order to say a4 
few words concerning the fate of the 
proposals advanced in the El Paso ses- 
sion of the congress, held eight months 
ago. One of these, you will remember, 
was the consolidation of the forestry 
work in the Department of Agriculture, 
and this has been accomplished by the 
transfer of the management of the for- 
est reserves from the Interior Depart- 
ment to the Department of Agriculture, 
Congress passed the bill, and the 
President signed it last January. An- 
other recommendation was the repeal 
of the law permitting the selection of 
lieu lands for lands acquired in forest 
reserves, and this, too, has been car- 
ried through Congress, thereby putting 
a stop to one form of land-grabbing. 
The broader recommendations in regard 
to land-law amendments which were 
adopted at Bl Paso have not yet been 
accepted by Congress, but there was 
a vigorous effort made at the last ses- 
sion to carry the measures, and it is 
only a question of a little time when 
all of the objectionable features will 
be amended out of the land laws, and 
the national domain will be reserved 
strictly for the people. 

In other directions, the Congress of 
the United States, at its last session, 
showed itself thoroughly friendly to the 
irrigation cause and the incidential leg- 
islation required to make the Recla- 
mation Act effective was readily 
granted. As a fine example of legisia- 
tive cojperation for the attainment of a 
common object, we have the enact- 
ment of laws by Congress, and by the 
States of California and Oregon where- 
by certain lakes situated partly in the 
former State and partly in the latter 
were relinquished to the national gov- 
ernment and navigable rights abolished 
in the interest of irrigation. The ulti- 
mate effect of this will be to add neariy 
three hundred thousand acres of other- 
wise desert land to the cultivable area. 

Gentlemen, the Thirteenth Nationa] Ir- 
rigation Congress is now open, and the 
chair awaits your pleasure. 

FINEKLE’S PAPER. 

“Some Irrigation Problems in the San 
Joaquin Valley, California,” was the ti- 
tle of a paper by F. C. Finkle, C. E., 
chief engineer.of the Edison Electric 
Company of Los Angeles. In his ad- 
dress Mr. Finkle said, in part: 

“The great San Joaquin Valley of 
California can become an empire by it- 
self, if properly developed. tretching 
from the foot of Tehachapi Pass to 
San Francisco Bay, a distance of near- 
ly three hundred miles, and ranging in 
width from fifty to eighty miles, this 
ample interior valley offers possibilities, 
the extent of which no living man can 
foresee at this time. With this vast 


large rivers and countless smalier 
streams of water, with a soil of un- 
equaled fertility predominating, and 
last, but not least, with a royal wealth 
of nature’s sunshine, what may be its 
ultimate destiny? The raw material is 


-undisputably here for the creation of 


unlimited wealth and progress. What 
has already been accomplished indi- 
cates something of its future state. 

“A brief visit to any of the southern 
counties in the v&lley cannot fall to 
arouse enthusiasm, and make of you 
a prophet. And. the’ northern counties 
are also, rapidly following the pace set 
by Fresno, ‘Kern, Tulare and Kings, 
But for all this, the valley as a whole 
is today almost iike a wedding feast 
without guests. Its cities, villages and 
rural settlements, though prosperous 
and happy, are so’ far apart that they 
resembie oases in a vast desert. How- 
ever, all of these thriving settlements 
owe their existence to the practice of 
irrigation, and by its magic touch 
must also be reclaimed the remaining 
barren yews of the valley. 

‘will confine my Yremaks prin- 
cipally to the southern part of the 
San Joaquin Valley. As you may al- 
ready be aware, this is the more arid 
portion of the whole. Perhaps on this 
account, more has been accomplished 
there in the furtherance of Irrigation 
development than in the northern half. 
The climate of the whole valley is not 
materially different, and yet there are 
variations worthy of notice. In the 
south end the climate is more dry, with 
a gradual increase both in rainfall and 
fogs as we go north. Also the temper- 
ature is lower as_the northern limit is 
reached, although latitude is not an 
unerring guide to temperature in the 
valley. The greatest extremes are 
found in its axis, where the heat is 


frost occurs in winter. Along the foot- 
hills both bordering the Sierra Ne- 
vadas and the Coast Range are large 
districts having a true semi-tropical 


and winter vegetables and berries are 
wn successfully. 

“These climatic changes not only 
break the monotony of sameness, but 
create a great variety of products, 
which are a distinct advantage in any 
locality. You have heard of Fresno 
county famed far and wide for its rai- 
sins: of Kern county, noted for its 
wonderfu] fields of alfalfa, and of Tu- 
lare county, producing the finest early 
citrus frutts in California, And these 
crops are all made possible by the irri- 
gation of a desert where formerly all 
was bare or scantily covered with sage 
brush. All the mountain rivers from 
the Kern to the San Joaquin have been 
diverted to cover as much land as pos- 
sible under the present methods. Also 
all small creeks and streams, as well 
as most of the slough channels have 
been carried upon the land. These riy- 
ers and other streams are being dis- 
tributed in the counties of Kern, Tu- 
lare, Kings, Fresno and Madera. As: 
the flow of water varies, so also does 
the amount of land trrigated fluctuate, 
but not In the same degree. While the 
area covered with water is reduced in 
ten years of low flow, this does not oc- 
cur proportionately, as irrigators econo- 
mize in dry years, and some have wells 
and pumping plants for emergency 
use. 

“The following may bé given as a 
fair estimate of the land ordinarily 
irrigated from these four rivers: Kern 
River, 200,000 acres; Kaweah River, 
90,000 acres; Kings River, 350,000 acres: 
San Joaquin River, 280,000 acres; total, 
920,000 acres.

Come in blue or black, fan plate 


Sunset 6177 Follow-Up Systems Malling Cards § Bookie 


hundred thousand acres irrigated by 


water from the many small creeks, 
sloughs, channels and weljs. We, 


therefore, see that in the five counties 
mentioned, there are in round numbers 


a million acres reclaimed by irrigation, 


chiefly from the supply of four large 


rivers. Is this the limit of irrigation 


development in these five counties? If 


s0, the progress and increase in wealth 
and population must relatively cease, 
for the area now irrigated cannot ty 2 
erly sustain any substantial increase in 
the number of inhabitants. And yet 
there is more land in abundance which 


can be rendered highly productive by 


artificial irrigation. Conservatively es- 
timated, there are about three mil- 


lion acres more of good land suitable 


for irrigation in the counties of Kern, 
Tulare, Fresno, Kings and Madera. 

“But is it possible ever to secure 
water for reclaiming any substantial 
part of this territory? If so, how much 
of it can ultimately be watered? And 
how and where can the water for its 
redemption be obtained? These are in- 
deed weighty questions, and weightier 
sti} are the problems they suggest. 
And it is for us of this day and age 
to work out the solutions, or acknowl- 
edge that Our training and ability are 
insufficient for thé task. I make this 
statement advisedly, for I cannot but 
believe that nature has provided a 
means for making this land fertile, but 
for us to discover and apply. Nor can 
we shirk responsibility and escape by 
postponing action. e time is ripe 
now for undertaking this task, or 
never. With millions of human beings 
looking toward the great West, and 
especially to the State of California, 
with its matchless climate for homes, 
it ts our bounden duty to solve these 

roblems, that a few of them may 

accommodated in one of California’s 
most favored sections. 

“About nineteen years ago, when I 
first came to Southern California to re- 
side and engage in the practice of my 
profession, conditions were much the 
same there, as they are now in these 
portions of the San Joaquin Valley. 
Those of us who believed that nature 
had not provided so much arid land 
and good climate in Southern California 
wtihout a means of making it fertile, 


falthough the usual stream flows had 


all been utilized, made no mistake. We 
remained and took up the herculean 
task of reclaiming a vast desert with 
little or no water in sight. Although 
the undertaking was gigantic and 
seemed hopeless, those of us who are 
still there, have the gratification of 
knowing that we helped a little, and 
that the reinforcements of capital and 
labor from the East never fajled to 
come regularly each year, helped 
still more. Today the work is yet far 
from complete, but in that time the ir- 
rigated area has been extended nearly 
four times, and the population has in- 
creased accordingly. 
“KEEP OUT THE BAD.”

PORTLAND, Aug. 21.—The trouble-

He moved the ap- 
pointment of a committee to consider 
the subject of foreign immigration and 
report whether or not some action by 
the congress is feasible. Smythe asked 
for immediate action by the congress, 
but this was opposed by Judge John 
E. Raker of California, who objected 
on the ground that it established a bad 
precedent. On Judge Raker’s motion, 
the resolution was referred to a com- 
mittee. 

Before the session adjourned, a mes- 
sage Was sent to the President, thank- 
ing him for his interesi In the cause of 
irrigation, and another to United States 
Senator Clark of Montana, felicitating 
him on his convalescence from a recent 
surgical operation.

Side 
and rear openings of buildings unpro- 
tected, and -cross-exposures bad. A 
large area, four-story joisted hotel, 
with numerous light wells and other 
features, adds to the general hazard. 

"“(4.) Block bounded by Broadway, 
Spring. First and Second streets. Nu- 
mMerous rear and unprotected side open- 
ings. . . . Considering these facts 
and the several conflagration-breeders 
in the block, it Is on the whole danger- 
Ous and a menace to surrounding 


ocks. 
“(5.) Block bounded by Spring, Main, 


First and Second streets. There, are no’ 
individual breeders within the biock, 
but cross-exposure, due té unprotected 
rears and several unprotected side 
openings, makes the block as a whole 
weak and calculated to assist in the 
‘spread of a conflagration, if not to 
originate one. 

"“(6.) Block bounded by New High, 
Temple, Spring and Franklin streets. 
The general hazard within the block ts 
not serious.” 

The following paragraph ensues: 

“Conclusions: The features exception- 
ally marked-as affecting the conflagra- 
tion hazard im the congested-value dis- 
trict are: The prevalence of frames 
and shingle roofs, the almost univer- 
gal absence of fire shutters and fire 
doors, the entire absence of fire breaks, 
the scarcity of automatic sprinklers 
and ‘protective devices generally, and 
the only moderate strength of the fire 
department.” 

LESSON FROM BALTIMORE. 

The Baltimore fire, of last year, 
marked an epoch in fire underwriting 
in the,.Uinted States. That conflagration 
destroyed about $50,000,000 worth of 
property, nearly 340,000,000 of which had 
to be imade good by the insurance com- 
panies. It was the first real test by 
fire of modernly constructed buildings 
and of modern building methods—and 
above all things eise it demonstrated 
the fact that there is, so far as now 
achieved, no such thing as “absolutely 
fireproof” structure. In that terrific 
conflagration “the best was like the 
worst.” The vaunted costly 
materials of ‘fireproof’ assurance 
merely withstood the fury of the fire 
a little lohger than. the materials of 
ordinary sort. Giant girders. of steel 
were melted, patented “protections” 
crumbled to junk in the mammoth 
crucible; not even ponderous stone was 
self-preservative in that seething whiri- 
wind of flames. 

The appointment of the committee of 
twenty by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters was a direct outcome of 
Baltimore's misfortune. So heavy was 
the loss entailed upon the big insur- 
ance Companies that the national asso- 
ciation, through its head advisory body, 
determined upon a searching investi- 
gation of a majority of the cities in 
the country having a population of not 
less than 10,000. Those selected for 
scrutiny in California were San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, San Diego, Stock- 
ton, gan José, Sacramento, Fresno and 
Bakersfield. 

The labors of the committee of 
twenty, appointed to this big task, 
were hot to be undertaken in a spirit 
of criticism or carried on in a fault- 
‘finding spirit, say local fire writers. On 
the ountrary the intent was to examine 
carefully each city > probaLlle lability 
to conflagration and its preparedness 
for subduing fires befere they reached 
the conflagration stage: to formulate 
suggestions for improvement in prop- 
erty conditions and betterment of pro- 
tective service, and to embody the 
findings as to each municipality in 
printed and coin! report for the 
information of the cities themselves 
and the guidance of the insurance com- 
panies in fixing rates. 

MORE RECOMMENDATIONS. 
‘Under’ the heading “Recommenda- 
tions” the report on Los Angeles pre- 
fents, among many others, the follow- 
ing paragraphed suggestions not quoted 
in article; 

‘That’ hs As opporturity o 
fire- afarm ‘héadquarters be astabi 
it) fire-protective and that 
until suichs removal made, every 
preegution be taken to render. the pres- 
ent quarters, (in. the basement of the 
City Mai) aS Secure 48 possible against. 
fire.” ‘The point intended is that. any 
ex‘ens#ive crippling of the fire-alarm 
symem would place the city in a seri- 
ousty unguarded situation. 

“That. the fire-alarm system de 
changed to a manual! with the 
necessary apparatus for an up-to-date 
system of that type and duplicate eir- 
cults to all houses. That when such 
is made*the fire department 
branch telophone exchange be located 
at firé-alarm Weadquarters, and that 
provision be made so that not less 
than two operators shall be on duty 
at all times. 

“That fire-alaren wires should in no 
case be mounted on the same poles 
with wires carrying high-tension cur- 
rents. 

“That keys be attached to those 
boxes now. without keys, and unti! 
such keys are attached; that signa be 
immediately... posted. near every box, 
indicating where the keys may be 
found. 

“That additional boxes be instalied 
yearly to keep pace with the growth 
of the city. 

“That red lights be used tn the mer-

“The tubes will be ready for us as 
soon as we are ready for them,” said 
Postmaster Flint last evening. “It is 
more than likely that the first mails 
to go in and out of the new postoffice 
building at Temple and Main streets 
will be shot through pneumatic tubes.” 

J. H. Crew, chief of the readjustment 
service in the office of the Second As- 
sistant Postmaster-General at Wash- 
ington, and Harry Lewis of San Fran- 
cisco, assistant superintendent of the 
railway mail service, were the officials 
who conferred with Mr. Flint during 
the day. They went over the entire 
ground that it is proposed to cover by 
the system and they looked upon the 
plan with unqualified approval. 7 

As a result of their investigation, it 
will be recommended to the postal au- 
thorities that the tube service be placed 
in operation here. 

The system will connect the new 
main postoffice with the Arcade sta- 
tlon of the Southern Pacific, and the 
Huntington building, where the great 
bulk of electric interurban trolley lines 
converge. A line of pipes also may be 
run to the Santa Fé station, although 
this is @ matter to be determined later. 

The route is triangular in form, one 
line running from the main postoffice 
to the Huniington bui!ding, another to 
the Arcade station and a third from 
the Arcade to the Huntington building, 
thus completing the 

SPEED OF THE WIND. 

The tubes to be used probably wil 
be about six inches in diameter, under- 
lying the streets through which the 
roulie passes, and the large cartridges’ 
or carriers, to be forced through them 
by compressed air, will be capable of 
carrying fifty-two pounds of first-class 
mail matter. The working capacity of 
such a tube is the dispatch of one cart- 
ridge every minute; the speed at which 
the cartridges will trave! in the tubes 
is not exactly known. It is several 
times more rapid than the ordinary 
mode of transportation by horse or au- 
tomobile, and not quite so swift as the 
telegraph, 

“Mail forwarded from the main post- 
office at 4:45 o'clock or a few minutes 
thereafter,” said Postmaster Flint, 
“will make connection with the Ow! 
train for San Francisco, leaving Arcade 
station at 5 o'4lock. Incoming letiers 
reaching Los Angeles at 8:55 e'clock in 
the morning at either the Arcade or 
Huntington stations will go out in the 
carrier’s 9 o’clock delivery, for delivery 
to the addresses in Los Angeles.” 

By means of the tubes there will be 

an expeditious forwarding of the mails 
not only between the postoffice and the 
railroad stations, but from one part of 
the clly to another. The saving of one 
minute in the dispatch of mail to the 
cars sometimes means the prevention 
of delays of from one hour to a. day tn 
the delivery of the matter at its desti- 
nation—and the tubes will save this 
one minute many times a day. 
By the time the tube system is in- 
Stalled it is expected that there ‘wit! 
be a number of Important changes in 
the present manner of handling mai! 
ai Arcade station and at the cunting- 
ton building.

MAY LINK WITH SANTA FE. 

One of the perplexing features of the 
proposed tube system arises from the 
difficulty of serving the Santa Fé rall- 
road station. It is off the triangle that 
will take in the postoffice, the Hunt- 
ington building and Arcade Station. A 
line of tubes, however, may connect 
the postoffice and the Santa Fé sta- 
tion, thus affording the mail routed 
Santa Fé the same dispatch that will 
be given all other mail. 

As for the Salt Lake railroad, it is 
considered more than likely that its 
trains soon will be run in and out of 
the Arcade Station. Plans to this end 
bave been under consideration by the 
railroad people, and there are some 
who are sanguine that Salt Lake 
trains will arrive at and depart from 
the Southern Pacific station within a 
very few months. 
-Should Arcade Station ever be re- 
built or enlarged, the branch postofice 
now across the street therefrom will 
have a place inside the big depot; it 
will handle 
mail and serve a large business section 
lin the neighborhood. 

More than one-half the overland 
mail, it is said, now arrives and de- 
parts from Arcade Station, while, in 
audition thereto, is the heavy mail in- 
terchanged by Los Angeles and San 
Francisco and other points north and 
east. Six overland trains come into 
and six go out of the station daily, be- 
sides local trains to and from _  ilocal 
points in Southern California. The 
Rock Island road, which brings trains 
into Los Angeles over the Southern 
Pacific tracks, carries a good share of 
the overland mail business. 

TO DISPLACE WAGONS. 
Twenty-one wagons now are engaged 
daily in carrying mai] to and from the 
present main postoffice, the railroad 
stations and the various branch sta- 
tions in the city. The greater part of 
oe will be displaced by the tube sys-

DEATH COMES 
IN RUNAWAY. 


Violent End of a Popular 
German Minister. 
Thrown from His Buggy and 
Instantly Killed, 


To Have Retired to Country 
Home Neat Month, 


Rev. Emil H. Baab, pastor of Zion's 
German Methodist Episcopal Church, 
this city, was almost instantly killeé 
by being hurled from a buggy in & 
runaway accident at Hast Main and 
Gates street, near Eastlake Park, yes 
terdy afternoon at 5:30 o'clock. 

The accident was a peculiar one and 
though the lives of his two sons, Carle 
ton and Albert, aged, respectively, 10 


and buggy narrowly escaped destruc- 
tion, the minister alone was injured. 
Mr. Baab was hurled from the buggy 
as it swerved on East Main street, and 
struck his head on the curb. His sgull 
was fractured and he was dead when 
picked up a few moments later.

ORE THIEVES 
AT BULLFROG. 


Mine on Ladd Mountain is 
_ Robbed of Riches. 


Marauders Creep Down Shaft 
and Loot Vein. 


Miners and Geologists Hold 
Different Views. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES) 

BULLFROG (Nev.) Aug. 17.—With 
gold ore worth from $10 to $20 a pound 
sticking out of the eide of a mine 
shaft, it’s little wonder that burglars 
abound, when all that is necesgary for 
(them to do is to step down a ladder 
in the darkness, fill their pockets to 
the bulging point and go away with 
anywhere from 850 to $100 for their 
night's work. There's no tolling to this 
day how often this has happened in 
the property of the Bullfrog Mining 
Company on Ladd Mountain, for the 


time to hide their movements from 


-Grilling into the heart of the moun- 
tain in a tunnel far below them. The 
noise of the hammer and drill was 
just the thing to effectually drown 
any other sound, and as no men were 
at actual work in the shaft itself, the 
thieves had everything their own way. 

The mystery lies in how the rob- 
bers over learned of the existence of 
this rich streak of ore, which assays 
showed to run anywhere from 20,000 
to $40,000 to the ton. It was cotmron 
knowlodge throughout the district that 
the whole shaft was in rich ore, but 
it was believed by the management of 
the property that they alone knew 
where the phenomenally rich pert of 
it was to be found. Clever as the 
thieves were, they at' last over-reached 
themselves by carelessness. In snip- 
ping their booty out of the rock, they 
let enough of it drop to the bottom 
of the shaft, aJongside the bed of he 
tunnel, to attract the attontion of Su- 
perintendent “Bob” Smith, as he was 
passing through. Stumbling over a 
piece of it, he readily recognized its 
identity and straightway made an in- 
vestigation, which revealed to him 
what had been going on. 

The superintendent laid a trap for 
the robbers. About thirty feet from 
the top of the shaft, he took out a 
whole section of the ladder. A man 
coming down and making a misstep 
would drop 120 feet to the bottom. 
But the thieves were evidently wary 
for there has been no casualty and 
now t#e body of rich ore is safe from 
further depredation and will remain 
where it lies until it is taken away to 
the company’s own mill, the construc- 
tion of which is a matter of the near 
futur. 

ANOTHER SENSATIONAL STRIKE. 

The Bullfrog mine is productive of 
many seneatione, but none more re- 
markable than the strike that has just 
been made in the face of the tunnel, 
which is now 251 feet into the moun- 
tain. The men are drilling through a 
stringer of quartz, the first assays of 
which showed nearly $5000 to the ton. 
These were made froaan selected sam- 
ples, but it is asserted that everything 
in sight will average higher than any- 
thing that has yet been taken out of 
this wonderful mine. Superintendent 
Smith, who is one of the most conserv- 
ative men in all the Bullfrog district 
has never contended for a higher gen- 
eral average than $40 a ton for the 
whole mass of ore that he has wun- 
covered, regardless of the rich string- 


lerse that have been shown during the 


process of development. Smith, on the 
safe side, prefers the low grade mill- 
ing ore, which he has shown in quan- 
tity all over Ladd Mountain, to the 
higher values that have cume in these 
sensational streaks. 

The main working of the mine con- 
sists of a tunnel that has been driven 
in a line due east into the northwest 
side of the mountain. When a dis- 
tance of 181 feet was reached, the first 
vein was found and it was here that 
high values were first discovered. To 
explore the ore body, drifts were made 
to the north and south. The north 
drift, which waa all in ore, was stopped 
at a distance of seventy-five feet, else 
it would have plerced the property of 
the Bullfrog National Bank Mining 
Company, which adjoins the Bullfrog 
on the north. The south drift, after 
going through the quartz, é@ntered a 
tale formation similar to that of the 
great Montgomery-Shoshone mine, 
which has hitherto been the marvel 
of the Bullfrog district. All through 
these workings the men were in ore 
that could readily be shipped at a 
profit, but’ Superintendent Smith de- 
clares that he will wait for the build- 
ing of the company’s own mill. Al- 
ready he has more than 5000 tons of 
rich ore on the main dump.

Two.armies in the mountain fast- 
nesses of Manchufia are facing each 
other in battle array, ready to engage 
in deadly conflict, but they are equally 
ready to stack afms and return to 
their far off homes in Russia and 
Japan, to abandow the field of strife 
and cultivate the arts of peace. 
In the event thaf Komura and Witte 
ach accordant conclusions, the em- 
pires of Russia an@ China will find it 
unnecessary to change their maps, ex- 
cept that the bleak, almost uninhabit- 
able island of Sakhalin, will be re- 
stored to the archipelago of Japan.

It is sald to be the in- 
tention to attack the} constitutionality 
of the Exclusion Act; and it is pro- 
posed, if this attack should be success- 
ful, to demand $200 damages for each 
coolie deported since Ehe law went into 
effect. The aggregate amount to be 
demanded in such a {contingency has 
not been eomputed, bit it is apparent 
at a glance that it would be quite 
formidable. 
There is not much #eason to believe 
that the exclusion law! will be declared 
unconstitutional. Buti aside from the 
demands which would arise on behalf 
of deported coolies, if it should be so 
declared, the Chinese; could put up a 
pretty large bill for famages on ac- 
count of the indignitigs which have 
been placed upon many of their people 
who have the legal right to enter the 
United States, to be decently treated, 
to enjoy the protectigén of our laws, 
and to transact legitimate business un- 
molested. If such a bl should be pre- 
sented we should find. it an awkward 
thing to meet. It is nét apparent how 
we could honorably evade payment. 
Relations between the United States 
and China will probal#y not come to 
an acute phase over these questions. 
The boycott of Amerifan goods in 
some of the Chinese. provinces will 
soon be ended, Chine merchants, 
students, etc., coming 40 the country, 
will be treated to the qonsideration to 
which they are entitlea, coolie immi- 
gration will still be excfuded, with the 
full acquiescence of CAina, and ami- 
cable relations will in dge time be fully 
restored between the two countries. 
All will end well, and j therefore all 
will be well.

These statistics are rg@ther surpris- 
ing, to say the least. ft has been 
generally supposed—ang@ the medical 
profession is responsiblé for the sup- 


position—that the ratio @f deaths and 
disability from nervous gisorders in- 
creases in cities with jincrease of 
population and the attemfant increase 
in noisé and bustle. W@ have been 
solemnly assured by oug friends, the 
doctors, that the strequousness of 
modern life ig not good for us; that it 
tends directly to the incBease of nerv- 
ous disorders, to the 5 
life, and to other inconye 
numerous to mention if 

doubt many persons havé@ been actual. 
ly frightened into nervoup dfsorders of 
various kinds by thesejalarming re- 
ports, while many othersjhave listened 
to the whir of the trolfey and ‘the 
chug¢chug of the festiv@ auto with 


detail. No 


esting question. 


fear and trembling, expecting that 
their turn would come next to be 
stricken down with neurasthenia, loco- 
motor ataxia, epilepsy, St. Vitus 
dance, or some other horrible malady 
due to “nerves.” 

But now, it seems, we must revise 
all preconceived notions on this inter- 
From the statistics 
gathered in*New York and Chicago, 
we are led to believe that the more 
noise and tumult we are subjected to, 
the stronger our nerves will become. 
The medical sharps have all along 
been laboring under a delusion. Their 
diagnoses have been diametrically 
wrong, their courses of treatment 
wholly at fault, and in trying to cure 
people afflicted with nervous ailments 
they have killed them by hundreds 
and by thousands. This, at least, is 
the plain logic of the Chicago and 
New York discoveries as reported, 

These alleged discoveries are of so 
revolutionary a nature that they may 
reasonably be expected to lead to radl- 
cal changes ir. the prevailing methods 
of treating nervous disorders. As a 
prophylatic, neurotic patients may be 
ordered to take up their residence at 
a street corner where the gay and 
lightsome trolley car goes grinding 


and squealing and crashing around the 


curve, sans grease, from early morn 
until the wee sma’ hours, when grave- 
yards yawn. Perhaps the time is not 
far in the future when hospitals wil! 
be built over boiler shops, in order 
that the weak nerves of the inmates 
may be made to wax and grow strong. 
We may even go so far as to call in 
Chinese bands, to beat the tom-tom 
and sound the cheering hew-gag at the 
bedsides of persons who have been 
given up to die, in the hope that the 
nerve-stimulus thus supplied may 
rouse their failing powers into action. 
The possibilities and the logical de- 
ductions from these new discoveries 
seem to be almost endless. 


UR COCKNEY COUNCILMAN. 
Until the twenty-first day of the 
present month there were nine mem- 
bers uf the Los Angeles City Council. 
Now ivere are ten. The freak addi- 
tion came yesterday, when Noisy 
Howton, proud product of Dr. John R.

forth the New Councilman From 
Owens Valley, as he widely waved an 
nileged telegram “from the Owens 


River Reception Committee, Sir!” of- 


fering him a banquet in token of his 
mun‘cipa! monkeyshines would he but 
hasten into the Inyo meadows and ac- 
cept the adulation of some mis- 
informed dwellers in that vale. 

So now we have “Howton of the 
Sixth” and “Houghton of Owens.” 
And by that self-created phantasy the 
perpetual minority is enlarged from 
Cne to Two. Let new roll-call blanks 
be ordcred from the printer’s without 
celay! 

It i¢ quite possible that the Cockney 
representative of the Initiative, Refer- 
endum end Recall did receive, as he 
asrerted, a telegram of “appreciation” 
from agitators of Inyo county In rec- 


ognition of his loud “services” against 


the project to secure an adequate 
water supply for the Greater Los 
Angeies of the future. It is not far- 
fetched to conceive that this telegram 


did promise him a tentative meal. On 
svch doubtful honors this Howton 
doth depend, clothing his lean 


impulchritude with strangers’ flattery, 
seeing he is naked of respect, un- 
draped with commendation by his 
own. 

Mest plausible of all, however, 
rounds his mouthy declamation that a 
cum of money is being raised by 
Owens Valley denizens to fight the 
wate; project here—sald sum to be ex- 
pended by himself! There is at once 
the motive and the key. For no other 
coneideration could be so efficacious to 
keep the Sixth Ward spook on his feet, 
ana none but simple and sadly mis- 
informed country folk would think of 
entrusting . $15,000 of fight money to 
him to spend. 

But peace to all of that. A. little 
time and pains, wisely expended, will 
show the Owens Valley objectors their 
mistake; will demonstrate to them, 
honestly and conclusively, that the 
great task of bringing the Owens 
River to Los Angeles can be—and will 
be—accomplished without injury to 
them or theirs, as experts have de- 
clared and as The Times by its origi- 
nal investigations is making clear. So 
wise, necessary and courageous an un- 
dertaking, backed by the tremendous 
pressure of the people's will, is not to 
be a moment delayed by the notoriety- 
seeking hysterics of a mountebank or 
successfully opposed by a sincere but 
uninformed, group.

OVER THE SEAS. 


Lord Curzon Goes Home. 


That Lora Curzon should be drapped 
from the Governor-Generalship of In- 
dia go that Lord Kitchener may be 
invested with fuller powers as com- 
mander-in-chief of the Indian army, is 
a significant sign of the times. Lord 
Curzon is a great man—admittedly one 
of England’s greatest men at this pres- 
ent moment. He is: not one whom 
public opinion would lightly allow to 
be snubbed, nor one whose valued serv- 


‘ices any sg would lightly Jis- 
th. 


pense wi Nor is the high office he 
holds—the highest under the British 
crown—one that the nation would 
wish to see tarnished by any impair- 
ment of the prestige that Is the all- 
important secret of successful rule 
among orienta] races. Yet we see in 
the strong and capable man the 
high and almost sacrosanct place, vir- 
tually removed from office. 


Britain, if she Is her own, 
realizes the necessity of thorough mill- 
tary preparedness. The movement is 
not a menace of war nor a foreboding 
of war. It simply marks popular 
recognition of the truth that the best 
way to preserve peace is to be armed 
for every eventuality. Lord Kitchen- 
er’s reputation as a soldier has won for 
him the confidence of his countrymen. 
He has pointed out that certain ad- 
ministrative reforms—the vesting of 
real power as well as nominal author- 
ity over the army in the person of the 
commander-in-chief—are required if 
the British empire in India is to be 
prepared for all possible contingencies. 
The civil ruler of the country re- 
sented this tmpairment of his hitherto 
supreme functions. But the military 
argument has found the support of the 
imperial government, and Lord Curzon 
goes home, while Lord Kitchener 4as- 
sumes the increased powers he has de- 
manded., 


Political Consequences. 

Unanimity of political opinion in 
England on the sharp and even acri- 
monious controversy between two 
equally well-trusted public servants 
need not be expected. In their eager 
desire to turn the Unionist government 
out of office, the Liberal opposition 
is sure to fasten upon the issue as a 
new club wherewith to belabor their 
opponents in Parliament. The Liberals 
and Radicals, ever foremost in pro- 
claiming themselves the true party of 
peace, although the records of history 
during the past fifty years give them 
no right to the title, will denounce the 
supersession of Lord Curzon as a weak 
yielding to the spirit of militarism. 
But the reception accorded to another 
distinguished soldier, Lord Roberts, at 
recent public meetings shows that this 
cry will not go down with the country 
as a whole. Lord Roberts has lashed 
thé nation with angry upbraidings for 
its supineness and biind perversity .n 
allowing the British army still to re- 
main unprepared for the gigantic task 
of the European war with which at 
any moment it may have to grapple, 
his auditors have cheered him and tne 
press has commendc’d him for his 
patriotism and courage in disclosing 
the real situation, however wunpalat- 
able and humiliating may be the truths 
he preaching. Lord Kitchener, in 
similar spirit, has gone straight to the 
heart of things military in India and 
the government by its action simply 
shows that Cabinet ministers, at all 
events, will not take the responsibility 
of disregarding such warnings from 
men standing so high, both in their pro- 
— and in the confidence of the na- 
tion. 

Germany's Trouble in Africa. 


The controversy between Germany 
and Great Britain over the former's 
war in Southwest Africa, is shown by 
the last files of European papers to 
be = in bitterness. In this col- 
umn last Sunday it was explained how 
the German press accuses the British 
colonial authorities of allowing their 
territory to be made a retreat for the 
rebels and a base for their raids. To 
this has now been added the charge 
that food and forage for the German 
troaps are being refused transit across 
British territory—in other words that 
Cape Colony declines to allow its coun- 
try to be used as.a base of supply for 
the German force now in the field. 

The argument put forward in de- 
fence of this attitude is that within 
the British border there are large 
numbers of natives of the same tribes 
and families as those in rebellion 
against the German government. 
These natives are at peace, and have 
no grievance whatever against their 
British ruiers. But if supplies were 
sent across their country to the Ger- 
man troops, they would undoubtedly 
join in the native uprising, and involve 
Cape Colony in a serious war, in terri- 
tory miles away from railway com- 
munication. For such a war the Brit- 
ith colony has neither inclination nor 
money, so it justifies itself in main- 
taining a policy of strict neutrality. 
Furthermore, it is pointed out that, 
were the border to be violated and the 
rebels joined by their friends and 
relatives from British territory, Ger- 
many would have a still more serious 
task on her hands even than the one 
she finds so heavy at the present mo- 
ment. 


Whites Versus Blacks. 


The situation thus created Is a most 


delicate and difficult one. A Lendon 
paper, the Morning Post, thus states 
the two views of the case: “Dr. Jame- 
son and his colleagues (the gwovern- 
ment of Cape Colony) believe the Ger- 
mans to be engaged in a war which 
is either just or unjust. They may 
think that the treatment they receive 
from the Germans entitles the natives 
to rebel. If that be so their action is 
intelligible and correct; they cannot be 
expected to do more than prevent the 
invasion of the Cape. But if they hold 
that the German authorities are doing 
their duty in putting down disorder, 
which does not result from bad govern- 
ment, their action cannot be under- 
stood. Supposing the Germans are in 
the right, all white men in South Af- 
rica ought to combine for the mainte- 
nance of white rule, and. no considera- 
tion should prevent whatever combi- 
nation is necessary. to that end. No 
standard of expediency. no dread of 
expense or of a native revolt, can ex- 
cuse any policy that fails to unite the 
white races in promoting or even in 
enforcing the dominance of civiliza- 
tion.” But mark the carefully guard- 
ing words in the above argument: 
“Supposing the Germans are inthe 
right.’ It is notorious that throughout 
British South Africa the optnion is held 
that the Hereros have merely rebelled 
against injustice and wrong treatment 
at the hands of. their German military 
rulers, and the strict peace being main- 


tained by the members of the tribe 
within British territory is cited as 
proof that this is no war of blacks 


against whites, but simply of a griev- 


ously oppressed race against its op- 


pressors. 


The separate Statehood constitution 
convention, with nearly two hundred 
delegwates representing the flve civi'ized 
tribes present, opened at Muskogee, I. 
T.. yesterday. The convention may last 
thirty or even sixty days.

If we had the advantages 
which a clean portion of your city 
would give us, we would make far bet- 
ter inhabitants of your country.
